In a proclamation isbued Saturday 
Gavemor MeCreary proclaimed the 
adoption of the two amendments voted 
on at the November election and bv 
this proolamaiion the amendments b<'- 
couie a pan ot the constitution of 
the State. The amendments provide 
for thi; working of convicts upon the 
publir roads and for the classification 
of property Cor taxation. 

The Governor in hto proclamation 
after quoting the law on the subject 
says. •The two amendments to the 
constitution of Kentucky passed by the 
General Assembly of 1914 were snb- 
mitted to tlie voters of the State of 
Kentucky for rattflcation or rejection 
at the last gaaeral eieetioa held Tues- 
day, November 2. According to the 
certificatea Uad wtth me by the Sec- 
Mary at aiata, the veto aa eertiled 
to him by the election board, author- 
ir«d by law to compare polls, and give 
certificatea of eleetioo show the vote 
on these eonstltiitlon amendments to 
be as follows: Prison labor amend- 
Immt. yeas 81,739; noes 37,856; tax 
amendment, yeas &7.449, noes 3S.4<7.

Jaama B. MeCreary, Governor of Ken- 
tticky. proclaim that said ani.'ndmf nts 
received a majority of the votes cas* 
and were duly passed, and that said 
am«idmenta to the constituticMi of 
Ke nto cky bave become a part of the 
0t thto CoBuaoiweaith.''
